Important Decision by Judges Field 
and Sawyer, Sitting at San | 


"Subjects, Are Excluded by the 
The Question of Treaties Ignored by the 


en 

Sax Francisco, Ca l., Sept. 24.—[Special.] 
Justice Field and Judge Sawyer rendered 
their decision this morning in the habeas 
corpus case of Ah Lung, who in his petition 
admits being Chinese by race, language, and 
color, also a laboref, but, having been born 
in Hong Kong, he claimed to be a British 
subject, and that as such he did not come 
under the provisions of the exclusion act of 
May 6, 1882. aay. 

Judges Field and Sawyer in reviewing the 
case find that the answer to the juestion de- 
pends upon the meaning of the act and not 
upon the Government to which the peti- 
tioner owes allegiance; that it was 
not to be presumed that Congress 
intended to disregard the requirements 
of the treaty, or to abrogate any of its 
clauses. Whether the treaty has been vio- 
lated by one Gévernment in its legislative 
departments so as to afford a proper occasion 
of complaint by the foreign Government is 
not a judicial question to the courts. It.is 
simply the case of conflicting laws between 
the act of May, 188, modifying or super- 
seding a prior treaty. ‘The court then pro- 
ceeds, reviewing at length causes which led 
to the agitation of the Chinese question, the 
appeals from white laborers of all classes to 
the Government which resulted in the sup- 
plementary treaty of 1880, and the subse- 
quent restrictive act of May, 1882. 

THE DECISION. 

The decision concludes as follows: 

The act of Congress had a double purpose. It 
was to carry out certain treaty stipulations with 
Chiuva and also to exciude Chinese laborers com- 
ing from any part of the world. Its framers 
knew, as we all know, that the Island of Hong 
Kong would pour Chinese laborers into our 
country every year in unnumbered thousands 
u y were by a restrictive 
act. So the act deciares in its first section that 
during the period of ten years the 
coming of Chinese laborers to the United States, 
without any limitation ofthe country from 
which they might have come. and suspend- 
ed, — duri such suspension it shall 
not to be lawful for any Chinese laborer to 
come, or, having come, after expiration of 
ninety days to remain within the United States. 
The second section makes it a misdemeanor 
punishable by tine or imprisonment or both for 
the master of a vessel to Knowingly bring into 
the United States on his vessel and land or per- 
mit to be landed any Chinese laborers from any 
fore Ort ox place. The language in these 
sections is sufficiently broad com prebensive 
to embrace all Chinese iaborers without regard 
to the country of which they may be subjects, 
and the twelfth section deciares cat 
any Cbiuese person found unlawro 
within the United States shail be remov 
therefrom by direction of the President to the 
country from whence be came. 

Our attention bas been called to a recent 
decision of Judges Loweil and Nelson, of the 
Circuit Court of the United States for the Di 
trict of Massachusetts, in which a different cdn- 
clusiou was reached by them. Those Judges 
considered that the act of Congress was simply 
intended to give effect to the stipulations of the 
supplementary treaty. Uadoubtediy that was 
one of its objects, but it is very evi-+ 
deat, both from the circumstances under 
which it was pa a from its 
language that it had a Still further object. The 
construction which we give renders all its pro- 
visions cousistent with each other. The whale

The Widow of the Informer Tells the 


Story of Her Husband’s Mur- 
der by O Donnell. 


Lonpon, Sept. 24.— [Special Cable. 
special correspondent on board the steamer 
Garth Castle, which arrived at Plymouth to- 
day, sends the following account of an inter- 
view he had with Mrs. Carey during the 
passage from Madra to Plymouth: Mrs. 
Carey and her seven children came aboard 
in Algoa Bay, and registered under their own 
names as second-class passengers. Shortiy 
after, as the authorities had not announced 
their intention of sending an escort te xuard 
the family, it was thought prudent 
to transfer Mrs. Carey and her five 
youngest children, named respectively 
Peter, Patrick, Maggie, Maria, and Francis, 
to two contiguous cabins at the extreme end 
of the after part of the ship and to keep 
their whereabouts strictly private if possible 
throughout the voyage. ' 

Having succeeded in finding the location 
of Mrs. Carey’s cabin, I went to see her, first 
sending in my card to prepare her for my 


visit. You will have heard, Mrs. Carey,” 


said 1 presently, that I am anxious 
to hear something of your sad 
story from your own lips, it it is not too 
painful for you to tell it?” * 

“Sure, sir,“ said Mrs. Carey, vou may 
well call it a sad story; but I have nothing 
to tell except what has been in the papers.” 

I went away from England so suddenly,” 


said I, “that I hardly read the details of the | 


last part of your unhappy case. Do you 
think that O’Donnell went out to the Cape 
on purpose to shoot your husband.”

United States Senator Miller, who presided 
over the recent Republican State Convention 
of New York, seems to have given a genuine 
impulse to the movement for radical reform 
in the piimary system by the practical ree- 
ommendations he made in his speech on tak- 
ing the chair. They led to the appointment 
of a special committee, under a resolution 
embodying Senator Miller's suggestions, 
which is to report a scheme to the next State 
Con vention, and they have received the ap- 
prova at many of the leading Republican 
newspapers of the State. The progress of 
the pro reform will be watched all over 
the country, and ail who are interested in the 
| re welfare of the Republican party will 
hope for its success. | y 

Briefly stated, Senator Miller’s plan is as 
follows: That a uniform day shall be fixed 
for hold the primaries throughout the 
State for the election of delegates to the 
State Convention; that each town and ward, 
or in every case the unit of the political sys- 
tem, shail elect at least one delegate, and as 
many more as its population and preponder- 
ance of the Republican vote shall warrant, 
on a basis of fair and proportionate repre- 
sentation; that the vote in the State Conyen- 

‘tion shall be taken by counties in the same 
way that the vote in the National Convention 
is taken by States, and presumably with the 
same right of individual expression that the 
National Convention recognizes when the 
delegatiun is not united; and that the candi- 
dates, platform, and State Committee be de- 
termined in this manner, as nearly as possi- 
ble by the direct vote of the Republicans of 
the State. In an interview with a reporter 
for Tux Tripunx since the day of the con- 
vention Senator Miller has further adyo- 
eated the extension of the same system to 
the choiee of local candidates; in other 
words, the precinct system should displace 
the present ward system in voting for dele- 
gates toa city couvention, or there shoul 
be a direct expression of popular prefere 
for candidates, and those who are successful 
should be entitled to name their 
gates. 

The beginning of the proposed caucus 
reform, if Senator Miller's plan be tried, will 
be at the next State election in New York. 
There is no other State in the Union where 
the primary system is so completely vitiated. 
In New York City the ward clubs which 
contral the primaries are prostituted to the 
uses of the local “bosses.” Admittance to 
these clubs is conditional upon pledges which 
rob the voter of his independence, and ex- 
pulsion follows the slightest indication of 
‘insubordination. The result is, that a hand- 
ful of men control the selection of delegates 
and eandidates, and the masses have simply 
the choice of confirming the decrees of a 
small clique or going over to the opposition 
and defeating the party. The primaries out- 
side the City of New York are manipulated 
by methods equally untair and even more 
disreputable. The caucuses are appointed 
at inconvenient times and places; snap“ 
primaries are organized by insufficiency of 
notice or by a sudden change of time and 
place; eases have been exposed where 
the committees in charge have or- 
ganized a caucus at one of their meet- 
ings and appointed the delegates without 
even the formality of a public call; the ward 
politicians and roughs of both parties take 
possession of the primaries in other locali- 
ties, and the respectable element of the party 
is driven off. The result of these practices 
is, that the State Convention, as a rule, in no 
sense represents the party at large, but only 
the machine leaders. The single remedy in 

| the hands of the voters was made ayailable 

last year by the desertion of 200,000 Repub- 
ljeans from the candidate whom the machine 
had set up. The force of this popular pro- 
test against the prevailing system was ali the 
greater because the candidate was pérsonal- 
ly popular and commanded the general con-

Miller is, that it will encourage Republican 
voters to take something like the same per- 
sonal interest in the choice of delegates to 
the State Convention and of candidates 
which they now take in general elections. 
The caucus would then have a dignity, an 
importance, and an assurance of fairness 
which it lacks now. The supporters of good 
poliey and desirable candidates would ‘feel 
that they enjoyed an equal chance in im- 
pressing their preference upon the conven- 
tion, and they could not evade the sense of 
responsibility for the character and action of 
the délegates. Under the present system 
the best class of citizens take no interest in 
the primaries and do not blame themselves 
for neglecting to participate therein because 
they are aware that either they will be re- 
fused a share in the choice of delegates and 
candidates or else their choice will be nulli- 
fied by fraud: Whenever the opportunity 
for individual expression is offered freely to 
all alike individual neglect will give no ex- 
cuse for bolting after nominations are made 
and party discipline will be much stronger 
and more generally felt than it is under the 
present conditions. | 

The chief objection urged to the new plan 
is, that the conventions, both State and local, 
will be too large, and that it will be more 
difficult to transact the business in hand. In 
the case of the New York State Convention, 
for instance, town and ward representation 
would require 1,116 delegates, and the ad- 
ditional delegates. required for proportional 
representation would perhaps swell the nu 
ber to 2,000, But there is reason to belie 
that the new conditions would make it easier 
to proceed with business in a convention of 
these numbers than it is now in smaller con- 
ventions made up by methods which lead to 


tests between rival delegations which are now 
80 common would then be exceptional, for 
the element of fraud would be largely elimi- 
nated from the primaries. In the next place, 
the rules eould be simplified and the call of 
counties IM voting would accelerate busi- 
ness. In the third place, it would be less 
difficult, on the whole, to manage an gc- 
credi convention of 2,000 than a 
convention of one-fourth that number 
accompanied by strikers and watchers 
whose business it is to see that the delegates 
carry out the instructions ef the bosses. It 
ig true that Miller's plan, under the resolu- 
tion adopted by the recent State Convention, 
cannot be perfected and authorized in time 
for the State Convention which shall select 
delegates for the National Conventian, but 
under the rules of the National Conven- 
tion the authority of the State Convention 
whieh shall select delegates for the Presi- 
dential Convention will be limited to the 
four who represent the State at large, and 
each Congressional district will choose its 
own representatives. It wonid be more de- 
sirable, of course, to have the new plan ap- 
plied to the selection of delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention, but the impractieability of 
doing this should not retard the organization, 
and is certainly no objection to the under- 
lying principle. 

While it is true that there is more need for 
caueys reform in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania, as Senator Miller points out, than in 
any other. State in the Union, so far as the 
Republican party is concerned, the urgency 
for the same reform in most other States is 
conspicuous. The success of the New York 
movement will be heraided throughout the 
country as the most useful political depart- 
ure taken in this country these many years, 
and it will be imitated with almost equal ad- 
vantage everywhere else. |

_ COMMISSIONER PRICK'S ORDERS. 

The orders of Commissioner Price pro- 
hibiting dances among the Indians, and re- 
auiring that they shall give up their bigamous 
and polygemous customs at once, are likely 
to cause trouble if an attempt is made wo 
enforce them. Agent Magiiieuddy fears 
that they may lead to the mest serious conse- 
quences. The Indians, like other peoples, 
do not give up their cherished ideas in a day, 
nor do they accept anew civilization on or- 
der. They resent interference in what may 
be termed their private affairs with all the 
ferocity of their nature. 

The dances which it is proposed to them to 
discontinue are their pripcipal amusement. 
Indeed, they are more than amusements to 
them. ‘They are regarded as part of their re-

the occasion for plotting against the whites. 
But to prohibit the red man’s danves would 
hardly prevent them from taking counsel to- 
gether and conspiring against the whites if 
they are so disposed. The wisdom of the 
prohibition is not clear. It would, if en- 
foreed, only lead to needless irritation. 

On moral and public and political grounds 
itis desirable that the custom of bigamy 
should be discouraged among the Indians. 
But it is questionable whether prohibitory 
orders will be effectual in that direction,

It is reported from London that Ald. 
UHadley's scheme for laying two new Atlantic 
eaples is ‘practically completed. The paid- 
up Capital of the company that proposes to 
take the project in hand is placed at $7,500,- 
000, Of this amount $5,000,000 have been 
subserjbed, and several influential American 
capitalists, including Mr. J. W. Mackey and 
Mr. John 3. Coe, of New York, have all but 
pledged the remainder, As it is necessary 
that a means for the circulation and zollec- 
op of the messages in this country should 
be secured, and as the Western Union prac- 
tically owns the existing cables and would 
not be disposed to accommodate the new 
company, a ten years’ working. agreement 
has been entered into with the Mackey

The proprie- 
tors of the new company estimate that they 
will have a business of 30,000,000 words per 
annum. This estimate is probably much too 
high. The tariff of W cents per word was 
tried on the existing cables from the Ist of | 
August, 1881, to the Aist of May, 1882, a pe- 
riod of nearly ten months, and only 11,900,000 
words were transmitted in that time, which is 
about at the rate of 15,000,000 annually. But 
if only 5,000,000 words are sent the gross 
earnings would be $1,250,000 per annum. 
The company estimates that the work- 
ing expenses will be about $250,000, 
and the repair fund about thesame amount, 
which would leave $750.000 to pay dividends 
on $7,500,000 capital. This would be at the 
rate of 10 per cent. Mr. Weaver, managing 
director of the Anglo American Company, 
thinks that the gross earnings would not 
exceed $750,000, and that the net earnings 
woula bardly be $200,000, which would be 
less than 3 per cent on the capital. Mr. 
Weaver, however, is interested in what 
would be a rival company. His state- 
ments are given for what they are worth. 
It is belived that 5,000,000 words is a mod- 
est estimate. At the same time there is no 
doubt that the rate would, owing to com- 
petition, become much less than tsa 
word. Butin this case the business of the 
company, as of its rival, would increase. 
Many more messages would be sent. 
The competition would be to the advantage 
of the people and it would not be confined 
to cable rates in this country. In order to

A POLITICAL PROPHECY FOR 1884 
Under the title Reve- 
lation,“ a eurious little pamphlet has made 
its appearance in Philadelphia, forecasting 
the nominations at the National Conventions 
of that year. The writer modestly announces 
himself as the “Author of the *Coming 
Crown.“ As his identity is thus concealed, 
it is impossible to determine whether he is a 
real prophet, ofthe son of a prophet, or the 
seventh son of a seventh sou. Whatever his 
powers of augury may be, he has succeeded 
in producing a very readable prophecy, and 
sufficiently logical and coherent to induce a 
‘person superstitiously inclined to believe his 
vaticinations, 
After describing the search of the two par- 
ties for some new issue in 1883, our prophet 
takes us within the mysterious portais of 
1884 and unfolds the things which are ta be, 
We find that in the spring of that year Presi- 
dent Arthur was strongly Intrenched in the 
good opinions of the people. A Grant boom 
had been started early in the year, but it had 
fallen flat. The New York Times vigorously 
denounced the movement, and other Repyb- 
lican papers followed suit. Meanwhile the 
leaders of the Grant boom were revengeful, 
andéhreatened that no Republican could be 
elected without their help. A few days 
later there was aconference between Arthur 
and Conkling at Seeretary Chandler’s house, 
at which an alliance offensive and defensive 
was effected. Conkling guaranteed the Pres- 
ident thé solid support of the Grant Stal- 
warts, and Arthur in return made several 
changes in the New York and Philadelphia 
Federal offices ‘in Conkling’s interest. This 
bargain and sale was denounced by the New 
York Tribune, and Arthur began te lose 
ground. It added to his disfavor that the Gov- 
ernment had failed to protect the New En-. 
gland fishermen in theirrights. Indignatiun 
meetings were heid, at one of which Blaine 
made a speech and over another Butler pre- 
sided. 
Meanwhile a Blaine movement began and 
spread with great rapidity, making an open 
issue with the Admin men and cul- 
minatins in a conference of friends of Blaine 
at Philadelohia from every State and Terri- 
tery. After a long disenssion they decided 
to call themselves N al Republicans, and 
adopted @ platform including a vigorous 
foreign policy, extension of, the National 
boundaries, a protective tariff, anti-monopo- 
ly legislation, and the restoration of Ameri- 
can shipping. Thousands of Repubiieans 
joined the movement, but Blaine made no 
sign. A third section of Republicans was 
divided in its allegiance between Edmunds 
and John Sherman. Such was the condition 
of the Republicans in the summer at 1884.

PARNELL AT WORK... 

The Irish people are preparing to take advan- 
tage of the three measures passed for their 
benefit during the last session of Parliament. 
Several meetings have already been held to 
urge on the Boards of Guardians the neces- 
sity of improving laborers’ dwellings under 
the O’Connor act, and considerable progress 
is reportedin that direction. The Limerick, 
board has already commenced to build cot- 
tages ip the rural districts. Companies are 
organizing not only in ireland but in En- 
gland for the construction of ligut railways 
under the provisions of the Tramways act, 
and it is intended te test the migration 
clauses of that measure under the immediate 
direction of Mr, Parnell. 

Thropgh that gentleman’s exertion over 
$250,000 has already been pledged to be add- 
ed to the $250,000 of the Government grant 
for the purchase of lands suitable for settig- 
ment with tenants from the * congested” 
districts of the North and West of Ireland, 
and a corporation has been formed, The 
project hag everywhere met with the warm- 
estapproyal. Several English members of 
Parliament, including Messrs. Rathbone, 
Slagg, Collings, Caine, Jacob Bright, Sir 
Eardly Wilmot, and Sir Baldwin Leighton, 
have promised their support. The Ear! of 
Bessborough, the Lord Mayor of Dublin, 
the Roman Catholic Bishops of Donegal, 
Sligo, and Mayo have pledged codpera- 
tions Dr. Ernest Hart, of London, who 
contributed the artiele on Ireland to the last

An attempt will be made to obtain posses- 
sion of some low-lying lands in Kings Coun- 
ty and Galway at a reasonable figure.

four weeks there have been four terrific ex- 
plosions. The first of these was that of che 
steamer Riverdale near New York, which 
killed five people and scalded many others; 
the second was the boiler of a thrashing-ma- 
ehine at Franktort, Dak., which killed seven 
people; the third was the boiler ot the Sligo 
Iren-Mills, in Pittsburg, whieh killed eight 
people; and the fourth the boiler of a sta- 
tionary engine near Shreveport, La., which 


killed eight, Since the year commenced no 
leas than 185 people have been killed out- 


| right in this country by boiler explosions 


and nearly 500 have been injured, 

Ip almost every case the cause of explo 
sion is stated as unknown and the boiler in- 
specters were not aware that there was any- 
thing wrong. It they had peen—that is, if 
they had heen attentive to their duty—it is 
probable the explosions would not have oe- 
eurred. The Philadelphia Times, discussing 
the recent explosion in Pittsburg, offers 


some suggestions which are very practical. 
It says:

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know very little about boilers or do not at- 
tend to their duties, In three ot the four re- 
cent cases enumerated above the boilers were 
new and the owners were given certificates 
of their soundness. How wortnless the cer- 
tifieates were is shown by the sad results 
which have occurred, It ts time that public 


sentiment made itself heard upon this sub- 


ject, not only demanding that practical men 
shall be appointed as inspectors, but that 
they shall attend to their duties and make 
their tours of inspection more frequent. Of 
course there are cases where engineers will 


be careless and where they will leave the 


care of their boilers in incompetent hands, 
but in almost every boiler explogion this 
year the fault has not lain with 
the engineer, but with the boller inspector. 
There are inspectors who are not expert 
enough to detect unsoundnessin a boiler, 
and there are inspectors who make only a 
formal examination ynee in six months or 
onee a year, taking it for granted that every- 


thing is right. Boiler explosions, of course, 
will occur in spite of the most careful 2 
u 


gineers and most faithful inspectors, 
there is no excuse for their explosion by 
wholesale, as happens under the present 
system of inspection, There is no extuse 
for the.loss of nearly two hundred lives and 
the maiming of hundreds more in eight 
months’ time. It, only sho we that the sys- 
tem of boiler inspection is much more un- 
sound than the boilers themselves.

KER KEPT IN. 


JUDGE M’ ALLISTER DECIDES THAT HABEAS- 
CORPUS PROCEEDINGS WILL NOT vale 
THE DOOR OF HIS CELL. 

Judge McAllister was sick yesterday, and un- 
able to come to the city, but he sent in his opin- 
jon in the Ker habeas-corpus case, and it wus 
read to the lawyers. 

The first proposition laid down was that the 
indictments against the prisoner having been 
presented in due form by the grand jury, and 
filed in the Criminal Court, whose jurisdiction 
of the crimes therein charged cannot de chal- 
lenged, they are to be taken for all the purposes 
of the case to be conclusive evidence of the 
prisoners guilt. Being in custody to answer 
‘upoa such indictments, it was manifest to every 
right-minded person that it would be a gross in- 
jury to, if not an outrage against, the public to 
set him free to go away untried unless such ac- 
the part of the court was — 1 
demanded by sume paramount law. that be 
clearly and shown. The court 
wag of opinion mat nothing of the kind bad 
peen shown. The indictment be evidence of 
n corpus delicti und of the prisoner's gulity con- 
nection therewith, then, even if the writs issued 
thereon and set out in the Sheriff's return were 
wholiy defective and void, the law would not 
erg his discharge to the extent of setting him 

ree, but it would be the duty of the court to 
discharge him from custody under those writs 
and then make out a proper commitment. But 
the writs —1＋ issued in a proper case, directed 
rs, and were in every respect 
regular. It appeared, peared, therefore, that the prison- 
er was in custody by v.rtue of process of a court 
legally constitut and such process was in. no 
respect defective. That being so, by the twenty- 
second section of the Habeas Corpus actjhe 
could not be discharged unless his case tell 
within provision: 

“ Where process, though = form 
has been issued in a case, or u circeums- 
stances where the law does not allow p 3 
or orders for imprisonment, or arrest to issue. 

‘This case was clearly not within that provis- 
ion, so far at least as the writs issued upon the 
indictments were concerned.

COMMERCIAL, 


The leading produce markets were’ more 
active yesterday and averaged much stronger. 
Corn was the leading exveption to the rule of 
bigher prices, and the advance was led by wheat, 
which developed unusual tone. The trading 
was chiefly speculative, and more on outside ac- 
count than in the recent past, though the orders 
came in later than is customary, few of them be- 
ing in hand at the opening of the session. 

Provisions were rather quiet, but stronger.

Short ribs closed 760 100 high- 
er, at 86.9776 bid for October and January dis- 
counted Sc, There was not much change 
in the tone of Liverpool advices, and the local 
hog market was steady. The tendency here was 
decidedly to dullness, and perhaps to weakness, 
but that thé tone was stiffened and enlivened 
by the strength in wheat.
